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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to a decision on appeal by the Board of Patent Appeals 
and Interferences mailed 21 September 2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-29 (renumbered in order) are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 1,13, and 25, as noted in the Decision on Appeal, page 5, 2^^ 
paragraph, cited prior arts taken alone or in combination, fail to disclose, "retrieving the stored 
process state in response to a predefined event" (as defined in Specification pages 15-16). 

Regarding independent claims 6, 18, and 28, as noted in the Decision on Appeal, pages 6, 3"^ 
paragraph - page 7, 1^^ paragraph, cited prior arts taken alone or in combination, fail to disclose, 
"reinitiating debugging from the stored process state, wherein the process has control over at 
least one child process and the process state includes a process descriptor for each of the at least 
one child process." 

Regarding independent claim 29, as noted in the Decision on Appeal, page 7, 2""^ paragraph, 
cited prior arts taken alone or in combination, fail to disclose, saving a process state of the traced 
process and a process state of another process that is not being traced by the debugger; retrieving 
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the saved process states; and reinitiating debugging of the process using the retrieved process 
states " 

Thus all dependent claims, claims 2-5, 7-12, 14-17, 19-24, 26, and 27, are allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment 
of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
